Under the amended bill, no person 
shall splt in or Into a publile piace or 
vehicle or any building to which the 
public have access, except into a re- 
ceptacie or channel for sewnge, sul- 
lage. or waste water, 

Serious Monaco 

In the ‘objects and reasons, it is 
pointed out that: pulmonary = tubcr- 
culosis is a scrlous menace to health 
and life in Hongkong and indiscri- 
minate spitting, a habit unfortunately 
prevalent ‘among certain classes in 
this Colony, i3.an important factor in 
spreading the disease, . . 

The present measure extends to 
public places the prohibition against 
indiseriminate spitting now enforced 
in dafries, nile shops, cating houses, 
restaurants, food factories, food shops, 
markets, slaughter-houses and laun- 
dries, by-laws mode -by the Urbon 
Council. . :

THIS brings me face to face 
with an important question of 
Anglo-Chinese relations that 
often has proved to be a senai- 
tive theme. 

Let me trench upon it a bit in 
conclusion. I mean the relation of . 
China to . Anglo-American’ re- 
lations, 


Relations between Great Britain 
and the United States are the un- 
derpinning of a greut deal in tho 
present conflict and must be the 
underpinning of the world's re- 
organisation after the war. The 
problem of the Poelfic and speci- 
ically the problem of China play 
constantly into Anglo-American 
relations, Therefore it is all the 
more ‘satisfactory to have had Mr. 
Butler, Under Secretary of State 
for Forelgn Affairs, repeat in. the 
House of Commons ‘on the 31st of 
Jonuary last that “in their note of 
14th January, 1939. His Majesty's 
Government made it clear that 
Intended to adhera to the 
Principles of the Nine Power 
Trenty, and this remains thelr at- 
titude.” ' 


I have said as much as I have 
any business to say at this junc. 
ture. Perhaps I have even tres- . 
passed n little in thls intimation 
that Anglo-American relations 
have thelr best opportunity of full 
accord in other ficids by ngrecing 
and synchronising in East Asia. 
But I feel n student's privilege to 
pose a problem that is bound to 
be central in all our minds and 
to suggest that China can be the 
key to a happy solution of a possi- 
bie quandary, and to express the 
hope that first of all in European, 
American and Asiatfc—or shall I 
gny British, American and 
Chincse?—contributions to o new 
world order shall come the fullest 
understanding and collaboration. 
in spite of natural rivelries, to 
serve not Chinn’s destiny olone but 
the destiny of the English-speaking 
peoples. ot ‘

—President Roosevelt scored a 
xmashing triumph over Vice 
President Garner, to-day when 
the Senate, by a vote of 46 to 
34, killed the attempt to limit 
the trade pact programme to one 
year. 

The Senate plunged into the bitter 
Aghl—Roosevelt's influence _ pitted 
against Garner’s—on the proposal 
made by Senator David Walsh to ex- 
tend the trade pact programme for 
one year Instend of three,

after the Senate had by 43 to 38, de- 
tented the amendment introduced by 
Senntor Henrik Shipstend to exempt 
agricultural products from the tariff 
changes in future trade pacts.
